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DR. JOSEPH W. T. DUVEL

Dr. Joseph W.T.Duvel, chief of the 
Grain Futures Administration, guides the 
destiny of one of the most important but 
probably the least spoken of bureau in the 
Department of Agriculture. Only recently 
Dr.Duvel's sdministration has been command- 
ing prominent space in the newspapers be- 
cause of charges brought against certain 
mid-western brokers.concerning alleged 
violations of the Grain Futures Act.. 

Born in 1873 in the small town of Wa- 
pakoneta, Ohio, Dr.Duvel, after the usual 
preparation for college, entered Ohio 
State university, recsviving the degree of 
Bachelor..of Science in 1897. Five years 
later the U. of Michigan awarded him the 
Doctor of Science degree. The latter part 
of 1902 brought the doctor to the depart- 
ment as a crop technologist in thé Bureau 
6f Plant Industry, and for 8 years he was 
in charge of grain standardization investi- 
@ations. He culminated this phase of his 
work in this field by perfecting an inven- 
tion for determining the moisture content 
in grains. 

In 1922 Dr.Duvel was appointed U.S. 
grain exchange supervisor on the Chicago 
Board of Trade, holding that assignment 
until recalled to Washington in 1925 to 
make over his present. job. 

An ardent follower of out door activi- 
ties he devotes his periods of relaxation 
w~ the study of nature. Being a member of 
the Washington Botanical society, the Potom- 
ac Grange and the Washington Biological 
Field club, he finds ample time in which 
hOoepursue Nis interests in wild tafe... He 
is also’.o member of the Washington Cosmos 
club besides maintaining an active inter- 
est in the undertakings of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science,

Survey 


The questionnaire survey of the 11,000 employees of the Department of 
Agriculture conducted lnst winter disclosed that &,000 employees wished to 
ret low cost apartments and were willing to pay #12 per room for them (436 
Por) Liv jing room, bedroom, kitchen and bath). The average. rent then being — 
paid was $16 per roon, and it was further shown that rents were being in-~ 
creased from £0 to 40 percent. (Note: Vitchen and beth are counted as one- 
half room each, thus en apartment consisting of living room, bedroofip kitchen 
and bath, is a three room apartmen Ri 


What the Committee Has Done 


Request For Federal Assistence 


Since only a few of those answering cugstionneires evidenced a desire 
to invest in cooperative apartments, the ouly course left open to the com- 
ittes was to request some outside agency tc provide hovsing on 2 straight 
rental basis. Consequently, members prepared e brief of the informetion 
found in the survey and submitted same to the Public Works Administration in- 


the form of a request for publie conetruction of a 2,000 family, self-liouid- 
ating apartment project, rentals to average 212 per room. The housing divi-- 
sion of the Public Works Administretion enalyzed this request, end after many 
conferences advised the kent end Housing Cormittes that under the existing 
policy of the administrator the divisionssould: nop give: the  reouest.. further 
considera ton. 


The policy of the Public Works Administration is to provide through 
subsidation, very low cost housing, rentels cvereging 37 per room, for the 
low income groups. The total incomes of vresnective tenants must ordinarily 
not be in excess of $1,500 ner year. 


Members of the committee pointed out that in Weshinegton todey nobody 
then was building for the average income groun of from “1,500 to $3,000 per 
year. P.W.A. planned to rent at {7 per room but at present employees were 
actually paying more than double thet amount, or :16 per room with rents béing 
increased monthly. Finally, because of the serious housing shortage existing 
in the District, Director Clas agreed to request the edministrator ta allow 
him to provide non-subsidized housing for government cmployces whose incomes 
were not in excess of $3,000 per year, Rentals of BLE per room were considered 

adequate to make e profit self-liquidrting. Public Works Administrator Herold 


-L. Ickes replied to this request thet the housing division would not be per- 


mitted to provide housing for government employees in the higher income groups. 
It was felt thet the 1,500 family development consisting of one white project 
tnd two colored projects elready announced tor Washington would heve to suf- 
fice for the present. mene thréé projects €s ennounced in the newspspers 
carry $7 room rentals but officials of Kn tani division say that individ- 
uals with incomes up to 32,500 per yerr may apply. The projects will not be 
finished according to the most cptomistic A eT bafore the fall of 1936. 
Application may be made hy writing the Housing Division, Public Works Admin- 
istration, Interior Building, Washington, Derg 
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\ 
Attempts to Interest Privete Cepital 
The committee, being in vossession of fectual informetion showing the 
dire need for new construction it was felt thet privete cepitel could be in- 
duced to provide medium cost housing for ths meny employees needing it. A 1 
step has slready been teken in this direction by the Ring Construction com- : 
peny with its Colonial Villege appartments in Clerecndon, Vée., where rentals 
are $12.50 per room, 
4 
Several privete compenies b3came interested in the possibility of this f 
low cast housing es the Federal Housing Administretion agreed to insure pri- % 
vate loans for any such projects. The comnittse hes supplied these compenies ~ ‘g 
with informetion «s to the number and kind of cpartments needed and hes fur- | 
ther attempted to enlist their supnort in supplying roesonebly priced epart- 


ments. However, no private project has yet been launched 4s a result of the 
activities of the Rent and Housing Committees. 


Prospects for the future 


The committee has demonstrated through incontrovertible fects that a 
real shortage exists, but no federal agency is disposed «t present to supply 
federal employees of evernge income with rensonebly priced housing. ‘The 
Rural Resettlement Administration has announced « plan to build 600 living 
units near Beltsville for low salaried federrl employees there, but no details 
Feito, the possibilities of this, project ere yet available. Priyeteeeapage. 
is not unawere of the needs in the District, but ell spartments built this 
summer, except those in Coloniel Village, cannot be rented for less than #18 
to #20 per room, or from 450 to $60 for living room, bedrcom, kitchen and 

bath. 


However, in the last few weeks the cormitte: hes contected four separate 
concerns who are planning low cost developments on © lerge scale with rentals 

to averege $12.50 per room. Fossibly neeotistions for one of these cemipe 
brought to & conclusion éorly this fall end the conrmittee will be tble toe offer 
from 200 to 300 epartments to czriculturel employees. Announcement will be made 
through the columns cf the EXCHANGE.

The measures have been 
sent bacl: to the Civil Service Com 
mittee for a study of questions raised 
by Senator McKellar, Democratic, of 
Tennessee. It is exnected that sever— 
al other bills of. interest ta Govern- 
ment emplovees will be reached on the

Senator McKellar, contending that 
the leave bills in their vresent form, -- 
would not result in equal treatment of 
all Government workers, had action post-— 
voned in the closing days of the last 
session after the bill had passed the 


House.

Heat the sweetpotatoes, milk,sugar, 
ginger, and salt in a double boiler.
